Washington, February 4.—American 
Minister Eberhardt, in Nicaragua, is 
holding conferences between factional 
leaders trying to patch up a peace 
arrangement, according to a message 
received by the Nicaraguan a 


here tonight. 

Minister Eberhardt held a two-hour 
conference with General Zapata, one 
of the liberal military leaders, who 
has been captured. 

Representatives here of the Sacasa 
liberals said that the conservatives are 
overemphasizing the importance of 
Zapata's capture. They asserted he is 
only engaged in guerrilla warfare with 


250 men and that the main liberal 
army is intact. They reported capture 
by the liberals of Ocotal and Somcto, 
two important cities in northwestern 
Nicaragua. 

The ‘Nicaraguan legation said that 
the liberal revolution in western Nic- 
aragua had completely collapsed with 
the capture of Zapata. 

“My government still holds out the 
olive branch to the liberals in arms 
and feels convinced that ultimately 
they must be compelled by considera- 
tions of humanity, patriotism and 
self-interest to accept our generous 
peace proposals and thereby put a 
stop to the needless bloodshed and 
destruction of property for which they 
are now making themselves respon- 
sible by their obstinate persistence,” 
Diaz said in a statement given out 
here,

JURY DELIBERATED 
FOR 24 HOURS 


Tilden Smith Indicted on 
Same Charge, Placed on 
Trial Following Verdict 
Against Lastinger. 


Douglas, Ga., February 4.—V)—A 
verdict of guilty with a recommenda- 
tion of mercy, today was returned in 
the case of Gaines Lastinger, tried 
for participation in the lynching of 
Dave Wright last August. He was 
sentenced to life imprisonment. 

The jury was out approximately 24 
hours. Lastinger showed no sign of 
emotion when sentence was passed. 

Tilden Smith is now on trial upon 
the same charge, taking of testimony 
having been started immediately after 
the conclusion of the Lastinger trial. 

The case was fried re Judge 
Harry D. Reed, with Solicitor A. B. 
Spence representing the state. 

Twelve Sentenced. 

The life prison sentence passed on 
Lastinger today added another to the 
long list sent to the state penitentiary 
for the lynching of Wright. Twelve 
now have been sentenced as the out- 
growth of the case, ten of the number 
drawing terms ranging from four to 
twenty years, while Major Brown and 
Lastinger were meted those of life 
imprisonment. 

Indictments are still pending against 
five, including Tilden Smith, who went 
on trial yesterday. Two of those in- 
dicted, however, are being hunted. 

The lynching of Wright followed his 
arrest on a charge of slaying Mrs. 
Zelphie Rollins, at whose home he 
lived. The theory of officers was that 
Wright killed her upon the belief she 


had disclosed his alleged bootlegging 
activities. He was removed from the 
jail here on the night of August 31, 
after the sheriff was forced to admit

HOME IS PROPERTY OF COUNTESS GIZYCKA ss 


As Temporary White House 


The beautiful Italian marble mansion 
at No. 15 Dupont circle, owned by the 
Countess Gizycka, author of “Glass 
Houses,” a novel of Washington politi- 
cal and society life, has been selected 
as the temporary white house. 

President and Mrs. Coolidge will 
occupy it while the white house is 
being remodeled this spring and sum- 
mer, it was announced tonight. 

The Countess Gizycka wrote: about 
“Glass Houses,” but she didn’t live 
in one. Her home is one-of the finest 
in Washington. designed by Stanford 
White, the famous architect who was 
killed by Harry Thaw. It is known 
in Washington as the Patterson house, 
having been formerly owned by Mrs. 
Robert W. Patterson, mother of Jos- 
eph M, Patterson of the Chicago Trib- 
une. She gave it to her daughter, now 
Mrs. Elmer Schlesinger, the former 
Countess Gizycka, as she is still known 
in the literary world. 

President Coolidge had many homes 
offered to him but he selected the Pat- 
terson house partly because it is with- 
in walking distance of the executive 
offices which will continue to be used 
while the white house is being re- 
modelled. The house was also desir- 
able because it has open space all 
around, an unusual condition in down- 
town Washington. The district is

Connecticut avenue, now known as the 
Fifth avenue of Washington because 
of the recent growth of fashionable 
shops between Dupont circle and the 
white house. 

The house has as many rooms as 
the white house but is not so large. 
President and Mrs. Coolidge probably 
will sleep in the “rose bedroom,” a 
beautiful chamber on the third floor. 
The ground floor contains the grand 
marble stairway, reception rooms, 
kitchen, laundry and servant quarters. 


The second floor contains the grand 
ballroom; dining room and library. 
The third floor has five bedroom suites 
all with bath and sitting rooms. The 
fourth floor has a two-room bedroom 
suite and six servants’ rooms. 

No state social functions will be 
held in this house as the regular win- 
ter season will close before the Cool: 
idges move. 

Congress appropriated funds last 
year for completely rebuilding the 
white house interior, modernizing it 
and putting on a new roof. The pres- 
ent roof has been in a dangerous con- 
dition for some time and during each 
snow storm workmen have been sta- 
tioned on the roof to keep the snow 
cleared lest the extra weight cause the 
roof to crash. Congress stipulated 
that the outward appearance of the 
white house should not be altered.

Judge Fitzhenry said he would hear 
arguments on the motion tomorrow 
morning, and the sentencing of the 
men would come at that time.

Farm Depression Blamed 


On Financiers Who Loan 
On Cotton Production Only 


Hollomon and Holleman 
Take Divergent Views 
on Farm Relief Before 
Railway Developers. 


Responsibility for poverty-stricken 
conditions of a large number of Geor- 
gia farmers, and for lack of prosperity 
in certain farming sections in the 


state, Friday night was laid directly 
upon the shoulders of financiers who 
loan money solely on a basis of the 
prospective crop of cotton, by James 
A. Hollomon, associate editor of The 
Constitution, in an address before the 
Railway Development Association of 
the Southeast at the Biltmore hotel. 

“It is the eternal refusal of mort- 
gage concerns to loan money on any- 
thing except cotton production, that 
drives Georgia farmers into debt,” 
Mr. Hollomon asserted. “If they 
will lend their money on a program of 
balanced production, Georgia farm- 
ers will not be sunk further into the 
slough of indebtedness | in which too 
many of them are now.’ 

Strong opposition to the McNary- 
Haugen “pill now before congress was 
voiced by Mr. Hollomon, who favored 
the Curtis-Crisp bill. The former, he 
declared, seeks to impose a direct tax 
on the per acre yield of cotton, while 
the Curtis-Crisp bill not only does not 
impose such a tax, but provides a 
revolving fund and a solution of the 
marketing and distributing problem. 

Answers Charges. 

Mr. Hollomon’s remarks were caused 
by the charges, in an address by J. 
T. Holleman, president of the South- 
ern Mortgage company, at the bapn- 
quet, that ‘the newspapers of Geor- 
gia were silent on the farm relief ques- 
tion, Mr. Holleman urging the Mce- 
Nary-Haugen bill as the only relief 
for the farm situation. In reply to 
Mr. Holleman, Mr. Hollomon declared 
that Georgia newspapers are alive to 
the problem, and that The Constitu- 
tion allows not a day to pass without 
reference to the question editorially. 

Two pictures of Georgia today were 
painted by the two speakers. Mr. 
Holleman, who, declaring himself not 
a pessimist, drew a view of the farm- 
er as losing money on his crop, while 
Mr. Hollomon declared that Georgia 
farmers, taken as a balanced whole, 
are prosperous, and that many of 
them are making money. 

Farm relief needs something more 


than mere legislation, Mr. Hollomon 
said. “You cannot legislate prosperity 
into a farmer any more than you can 
legislate religion into a man. Relief 
for the farmer depends to a great ex- 
tent upon the man himself. But you 
can help him by aiding him in find- 
ing a market for his products and by 
assisting him to distribute them,” the 
editor declared. 


Pleads for Just Laws. 

In the financier’s address, a plea 
was made for just laws under which 
theafarmer can compete with foreign 
prices, Mr. Holleman pointing out that 
while there are laws which protect 
prices in industry. there are nore to 
thus benefit the agriculturalist. “Amer- 
ican agriculture must compete with 
world prices, while a tariff law pro- 
tects -the prices of labor and indus- 
try, and the interstate commerce com- 
mission protects the prices of the rail- 
roads,” he said. 

Asserting that farmers have taken 
a tremendous loss, amounting to more 
than $30,000,000,000, within the past 
few years on their crops, Mr. Holle- 
man said that the surplus cotton crop 
of 1926 choked the men who produced 
it. “The correction must be made by 
congress,” he said, “Agricultural in- 
terests paid the entire cost of the 
world war. And since 1920, my firm 
alone has been forced to foreclose to 
the amount of $3,000,000 worth of 
mortgages, simply because the farmers 
have been absolutely unable to pay. 
Other firms in the same business are 
in a similar fix. Prior to 1920, our 
business amounted to $15,000,000, 
with not a single foreclosure or un- 
paid note. The only relief for the 
farmer is to set a board up in.Wash- 
ington to take care of the farmer like 
the federal reserve does the banks, 
and the J. C. C, the railroads.” 


Bugg Is Speaker. 

Pointing out that the solution lies 
deeper than diversification, Mr. Holle- 
man said that favorable legislation is 
the only thing which will make a 
change for the better. “‘Agriculture and 
the farmer are sick, and must be got 
out of bed before they can be put to 
work on diversification and livestock,” 
he said. 

Increased production and improved 
living conditions of the people brought 
about by railroad development work 
form the principal argument in favor 
of such work, declared Colonel B. L. 
Bugg, president of the newly organ- 
ized Atlanta, Birmingham and Coast 
railroad, in an address on development 
work from the standpoint of the man- 
agement, 

The ultimate return in freight and 


tact development between the road’s 
representatives ahd the public, he 


said. 

Preston Arkwright, esident. of the 
Georgia Railway and ower company, 
said that advancement is principally 
due to service rendered from business 
motives. Railroads cevote themselves 
to building up the territory they serve, 
and the power company is doing the 
same thing, building up industry and 
bringing more people into the state, 
for the simple selfish . motive that its 
property is located in this state, and 


the power company realizes that if it | 


helps to build up the other fellow he 
will reciprocate, Mr. Arkwright said. 

Mr. Arkwright spoke favorably of 
the decentralization of industry, de- 
claring that location of industries in 
small towns gives farm families an 
opportunity to seek employment near 
home, and serves the best purposes of 
the factories. 

Short addresses were made by B. S. 
Barker, executive secretary of the 


chamber ot commerce, Henderson Hall- 
man, and W. C. Lassiter, editor of the 
Progressive Farmer. Mr. Lassiter said 
that a period of changing from hand 
to mechanical labor on the farms is’at 
hand, and will result im increased acre- 
age, with livestock playing an impor- 
tant part. 

Sessions of the convention today will 
include addresses by Eugene Tal- 
madge, state commissioner of agricul- 
ture; J. F. Jackson, general agricul- 
tural agent of the Central of Geor- 
gia railway; J. N. McBride, general 
agricultural agent of the Seaboard Air 
Line; E. S. Center, Jr., general agri- 
cultural agent of the Atlanta and 
West Point railroad; Dr. Lyman B 
Veeder, of Cornelia, and others.

Washington, February 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-Mrs. Rebecca Latimer Felton, 
of Cartersville, Ga., once United States 
senator for one day, and the only 
woman ever to hold this office, pre- 
sented what she described as the 
“true story” of farm conditions in 
Georgia in a letter to Senator George 
appealing for aid, which was read to 
the senate today. 

Present conditions, she said, are 
worse than during. the civil war, 
through which she lived, and she pre- 
dicted that “Georgia land will be 
gobbled up at zero prices by great 
land owners as once in England, and 
the farm owners can die in poverty 
before the law-making~ power of the 
Unitea States can (care to_investi- 
gate their present ¢ondition.” 


Mrs. Felton said fhat her own case 
is similar to that of seores of farm- 
ers in northwest Georgia and she de- 
scribed that by saying: “My farm 
of between 600 an1 700 acres has not 
given me enough to feed and nourish 
me at/nearly 92 years of age. 


“There is nobody inclined to farm 
under such conditions, as you can 
see. Tens of ‘*housands of acres 
will lie idle in Georgia because no- 
body can continue to advance money. 

“These stricken ones are met at 
every turn with ‘Cut down the acre- 
age. That is superfluous advice. 
That admonition falls on deaf ears. 
The acreage is already cut to the bone. 
Only the speculators had a joy ride 
in 1926. ‘The price of cotton went to 
nearly zero. The acreage is cut. 

“Some months ago the sugar deal- 
ers in Cuba underwent a panic and 
the reserve bank in Atlanta shipped 
United States currency by the train 
loan to stabilize sugar. 

“In Georgia we see and deplore 
the difference. We only ask for a 
loan of a few hundred dollars on 
farms like mine to get food for man 
and beast and a chance to satisfy the 
fertilizer trust. Why not? 

“All last year I hoped something 
would materialize to assist those who 
fare willing to work in rural sections 
in northwest Georgia. The drouth

New York, February 4.—(#)—Dis- 
trict Attorney Banton may scrap the 
play jury, as he announced today he 
would, but when he steps in alone to 
take its place as the sole censor of 
the New York stage, the committee of 
nine, it was learned today, will be 
heard from. 


“The committee,” said its spokes- 
man, Frank Gilimore, executive secre- 
tary of the Actors’ Equity associatien, 
“will continue its discussions of the 
plans now before it ard-it is the hope 
that the perfected plan will relieve 
Mr. Banton of the necessity of en- 
forcing his drastic program.” 

The committee is composed of nine 
authors, actors and producers who are 
seeking to moderate New York’s en- 
tertainment without outside assistance 
in the form of state legislation. The 
committee yesterday suggested that the 
city appoint a local board of review 
to pass on manuscripts for play pro- 
duction permits,. but this suggestion 
was not acted on at city hall, where 
it was decided to await the return 
of Mayor Walker from. Cuba. 

While not opposed to censorship, the 
committee of nine has announced tbat 
it wishes voluntarily to censor the 
Stage, and it asked that the board of 
review be appointed, if such a plan 
were adopted, from persons identified 
with the theatrical world. 

Mr. Banton’s statement today defi- 
nitely eliminated the play jury re- 
course 4S an éxpedient, because, he 
said, it “has not proved effective.” 

The district attorney added that 
hereafter he personally will appear and 
urge prison sentences for producers 
and others responsible for objecticn- 
able pzoductions.

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AT SLUSH HEARING 


Washington, February 4-—(4)— 
Conduct of the second grand jury in- 
vestigation at Nashville into charges 
against Representative Taylor, repub- 
lican, Tennessee, of solicitation of 
campaign funds from postmasters “was 
examined today by a senate judiciary 
subcommittee at a hearing, marked 
by heated exchanges. 

The subcommittee which is hearing 
protests against the confirmation of 
District Attorney A. V. McLane of 
the middle district of Tennessee for 
reappointment was told by W. H. 
Lindsay, McLane’s assistant, who pre- 
sented the Taylor case to the second 
grand jury that he believed the Ten- 
nessee representative was “technical- 
ly not guilty.” 

Felt Taylor Was Guilty 

McLane who was in charge of the 
first grand jury hearing said he felt 
Taylor was guilty if he had signed 
letters sent to tmasters under his 
signature asking funds or if he had 
received the funds. He said he had 
so informed the grand jury. Neither 
of the grand juries returned an in- 
dictment. 

McLane in answering questions by 
Fred Arn, of Chattanooga, former 
state republican chairman, displayed 
such feeling that Senator Caraway, 
democrat, Arkansas, finally asked that 
“personalities be dropped for it is evi- 
dent there is no love wasted between 
you two.” Both Arn and McLane 
laughed and apologized for showing 
their feelings. 

McLane told the committee that aft- 
er the first grand jury failed to indict 
Taylor he asked the department cf 
justice to name a special assistant to 
conduct the second grand jury but 
was told to appoint his assistant, 
Lindsay. He said he gave Lindsay a 
“free hand.” 

“And you took over this case,” Sen- 
ator Caraway asked Lindsay, “feeling 
Taylor was not guilty. And you had 
so expressed yourself to McLane,” 

“Yes,” Lindsay replied. 

Called All Witnesses 

Questioned as to why he permitted 
witnesses for Taylor to appear before 
the grand jury Lindsay said he called 
all witnesses mentioned in connection 
with the case at the suggestion of 
Judge Hickenlooper. 

“So you made a defense for Taylor 
before the grand jury” Geraway 
asked, 

“Not in that way,” he replied. 

“I just called everyone having con- 
nection with the case.” 

Lindsay said that he believed the 
grand jury would have indicted Tay- 
lor if the testimony of John Jackson 
and Joseph Morrow, postmasters, had 
been allowed to stand alone. 

He then explained that Miss -‘oro- 
thy Shultz, secretary to Taylor, had 
told the grand jury th<t she had sent 
out letters written under the signa- 
ture of Taylor to postmasters and had 
collected funds received from them. 
She testified the jury, however, he 
said, that any such money she had 
collected had been returned on instruc- 
tions from Taylor.

Washington, February 4—(By 
United News.)—With Coolidge repub- 
licans and insurgents voting together 
to a man, the democratic attempt to 
force immediate tax reduction was 
smashed in the senate today. Dem- 
ocrats believed, however, that they 
gathered some valuable political am- 


munition for use in 1928, 

Senator Harrison, Missippi, demo- 
erat, had offered a resolution express- 
ing the sense of the senate as favoring 
immediate tax reduction. Republicans 
united under the leadership of Norris, 
Nebraska, insurgent republican, who 
moved a substitute expressing the 
sense of the senate as favoring use of 
the government surplus in retiring tle 
public debt. 

i Substitute Adopted. 

This republicau substitute was 
adopted, 46 to 33, all republicans and 
insurgents, and one democrat, Hlease, 
of South Carolina, supporting it. 
Then the Harrison resolution as thus 
revamped was adopted, 52 to 28, seven 
democrats going to the administration 
side: Ashurst, Arizona; Blease, South 
Carolina; Bruce, Maryland; Glass, 
Virginia; Smith, South Carolina; 
Walsh, Montana, and Wheeler, Mon- 
tana, 

Llby this action the senate thwarted 
the most serious threat of an extra 
session. Had the democrats won out 
in their demand for immediate tax 
reduction, a filibuster would have been 
set up at once to block all the re- 
maining appropriation bills. so that 
the president would have been com- 
pelled to call an extra session of 
congress in the spring, to get appro- 
priations for routine government ex- 
penses, after July 1. 

Administration ~lamed. 

Throughout the debate democrats 
charged that the administration was 
denying the people a-tax reduction 
now in order to be in position to grant 
one on the eve of the presidential 
campaign next year. 

Administration republicans retorted 


.that good business dictated paying 


off the debt as fast as possible. 

“That is what you and I would 
do if we were in debt,” declared 
Senator Smoot, Utah, chairman of 
the senate finance committee. ‘That 
is what we ought to do for the gov- 
ernment.” 

“The policy of the party in power 
is to withhold reduction until just 
before another election in order to 
get political advantage,” Senator Rob- 
inson, Arkansas, minority leader, de- 
clare. 

“This whole question is coated with 
political sham and hypocrisy,’ added 
Pat Harrison. 

“This resolution is a palpable and 
barefaced attempt to transfer to the 
democrats some of the popularity 
which has come to the administration 
for tax reduction,” retorted Senator 
Gillett, Massachusetts, republican. 

So it went back and forth for an 
hour or two. That most senators re- 
garded the whole performance as a 
form of political pleasantry was ob- 
vious to gallery spectators. Senators 
were snickering aud joshing each other 
in undertones. While Harrison was 
uncorking his attacks on the repub- 
licans, one prominent democratic sen- 
ator who was aiding him was standing 
over Smoot, pattirg him on the shoul- 
der and laughing. 

The present episode dates back to 
the famous utterance of the white 
house spokesman a few days after the 
last election. 

At that time the spokesman said 
President Coolidge favored a flat tax 
rebate of about 10 per cent returnable 
out of income taxes paid during 1926. 
Secretary of the Treasury Mellon re- 
vised this plan slightly proposing that 
there be a flat 10 or 12 per cent re- 
duction in income taxes payable dur- 
ing 1927. 

Plan Vetoed. 

Republicans in the house and sen- 
ate were cold. The house ways and 
means committee, which originates all 
tax legislation, vetoed the plan. Sen- 
ate leaders of the republican side ap- 
proved that course. The president, in 
his December message acquiesced, say- 
ing that if that was the wish of con- 
gress he would accept it. So the tax 
reduction plan was dropped by the re- 
publicans. All was quiet until recent- 
ly when the democrats began to prod 


the administration. Harrison offered 
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his resolution. ‘ 

mocrats had little expectation 
that the Harrison resolution would be 
adopted. Their principal purpose has 
been served, however; it was to em- 
phasize to the country that the ad- 
ministration was opposing lower taxes.

Found Cut; 


Police Watch! 


Memphis, Tenn., February 4.—() 
Private guards were patrolling the 
levees on both sides of the St. Francis 
river north of Marked Tree, Ark., to- 
night following discovery of a gash 
cut four feet deep in the top of the 
embankment on the east side of the 


swollen stream. Convinced that the cut 
in the levee was the work of human 
hands, property owners on either side 
of the river determined to keep watch 
on the earthen defenses which already 
have yielded to the pressure of fleods 
in five places northwest of Marked 
Tree. The cut did not result in an 
overflow as it was about the devel of 
the swift current. 

The overflow waters north of Mark- 
ed Tree continued to rise throughout 
the day and tonight stood three to 
five feet deep over the entire tow. of 
Tulot, a small community, and part- 
ly inundated Truman and other towns 
in or near the “sunken lands” of Ar- 
kansas. ; 

The five breaks which have already 
occurred in the levee have been on the 
west side of the river. Local citizens 
declared their belief that someone from 
the west side had attempted to cut the 
levees on the east side in an effort to 
check the rapidly-rising waters on the 
west s:de. 

Inhabitants of the flooded areas had 
prepared food and places of refuge 
as they foresaw the emergency and 
were taking their partial imprisonment 
in upper stories of houses without com- 
plaint. 

Perhaps 30 refugee families have 
been concentrated at Truman and 
the assistance of the Red Cross re- 
lief agency has been requested by resi- 
dents of that place. B. A. James, 
said to own the town of Tulot, ex- 
pressed the belief today that several 
weeks would elapse before refugees 


could return to their farms and fish- | 


ing and trapping camps in the “‘sunk- 
en lands.” 

Flood conditions in the flood area 
of the White river and Cache river 
basin, centering around Cotton Plant 
and Brasfield, were unchanged today 
and relief organizations were caring 
for the 1,500 or more persons who are 
gathered in those towns after fleeing 
from their bottom-land homes. Shelter, 
food and clothing were being provided 
and serious sickness was entirely ab- 
sent despite the hardships of the past 
five days.

MORE LIGHT IN THE EAST. 

Great Britain’s expressed readi- 
ness to accede to the demands of 
the Southern Chinese government 
for the withdrawal of troops from 
Shanghai, and the cessation of fur- 
ther debarkations, on the assurance 
of Chinese protection of British na- 
tionals, is by all odds the most 
pacific of any of the voluntary pro- 
posals thus far made on either side 
in the concession wrangle that has 
brought the war clouds over that 
part of Asia. It opens a more hope- 
ful aspect to what the world has had 
a right to believe a most threaten- 
ing situation, viewed in all of its 
treaty angles, and especially in view 
of the three-power ‘“‘protection” 
pact existing between Great Britain, 
the United States and Japan. If 
the note of Foreign Minister Cham- 
berlain is transmitted to the Chinese 
’ nationalists, as outlined in London 
cable dispatches, there cannot pos- 
sibly be any obstruction in the 
Chinese circles, provided protesta- 
tions made at the recently terminat- 
ed conference can be accepted for 
their face valué. Nothing has trans- 
pired to doubt the sincerity of those 
statements. 

In the meantime with all of the 
’ Americans safe, with an obvious at- 
titude of friendliness toward this 
government, with the sound diplo- 
matic position of Secretary eellogg, 
and the conservative manner in 
which American marines, compara- 
tively few in number at most, are 
being held aboard ships pending 
actual eventualities in which Amer- 
j¢ans are endangered, there is not 
only no cause—at present certain- 
ly—for alarm in this country, but 
no good reason for any criticism of 
the course of the administration. 

America’s attitude of helping in 
the establishment, along harmonious 
lines, of an autonomous governmen} 
in China, should strengthen the po- 
sition of this country not only 
among the Chinese nationalists, but 
among the other nations of the 
world.

THE CAROLINA LYNCHING. 

‘The action of the South Caro- 
lina legislature in decrying the 
lynching of three negroes in Aiken 
county, in that state, several months 
ago, and in indorsing the recently 
expressed position of the executive 
that efforts to apprehend and pun- 
‘ish the members of the mob would 
continue, sounds and reads well 
enough. 

Such expressions in denunciation 
of mob violence are worthy and 
should always be commended, 

But why is there not definite 
action? 

For several weeks intensive in- 
vestigations have been in progress. 
A mass of testimony was recently 
carried before the Aiken county 
grand jury. It returned the curt 
finding that it disapproved of lynch- 
ing but “could not authorize in- 
dictments on the evidence in hand.” 
And yet one of the state senators, 
in discussing the matter before that 
body Wednesday, vigorously. de- 
clared, in response to a statement of 
another senator, that “everybody 
there (the city of Aiken) knows 
where it was done,” that everybody 
also knows “‘who was in it.” 

If that is true—and perhaps to 
a degree it is true—then there is 
something radically wrong with the 
administration of the judiciary sys- 
tem in Aiken county. It is an in- 
dictment that cannot go unan- 
swered, or else Aiken county’s 
Silence will condemn. 

No lynching in recent years was 
more brutal or created throughout 
the country a more terrific storm 
of public indignation. The circum- 
stances, then and since, as alleged, 
shocked the people of the nation, 
hinting as they did at organized 
mob rule, at collusions, and at in- 
timidations of courts and juries. 

What is needed in Aiken county 
is the same militant spirit to break 
up night riding, hooded lawlessness 
and the like that was shown recent- 
ly by Judge Harry Reed and the 
grand jury and court officials of 
Coffee county in this state. 

If that kind of uprightness and 
law-preserving fearlessness is made 
to assert itself in Aiken county, the 
lynchers will soon be in the clutches 
of the law where they belong to be. 
And South Carolina will have re- 
deemed herself from a Stain that is 
even greater than the stain from 
the lynching itself—that is, the 
stain of helplessness from the mob, 
6f capitulation to terrorizing hood- 
lums who defy law and all con- 
stituted authority. 

A state senator has thrown down 
the challenge. He says the lynchers 
are known. Then is Aiken county 
in the zone of abandon and law- 
lessness, or in the zone of civiliza- 
tion and law and order? The coun- 
ty is on trial. It will in time an- 
swer those questions one way or 
another.

Pirandel- 
lo announced his willingness to an- 
Swer any questions put to him by 
members of the audience, and when 
asked to explain the inner meaning 
of his play “Clothing the Naked,” ex- 
hibited his powers as a conferencier 
for over half an hour, while he de- 
veloped the theme-that humanity can- 
not accept absolute truth, for the sim- 
ple reason that acceptance of truth, 
would mean the cessation of life as 
we know it; for life can only ‘be 
lived through the adaptation of truth 
to the needs of the individual. ‘To 
another question Pirandello answered 
that all that he knew he had learned 
from himself; he had not begun to 
write with a definite philosophy, but 
had deduced his philosophy from his 
own works.

A federal court in Connecticut has 
decided that a statute of that state

In 1925 the Connecticut legislature 
passed an act providing the excise tax 
on the use of the public highways by 
public service motor busses. 

The bus company resisted the tax 
on the ground that the federal con- 
stitution provides that congress shall 
have power to regulate commerce with 
foreign nations and among the several 
states, etc., and that the Connecticut 
tax imposed an unlawful burden upon 
interstate commerce carried on by the 
eorporation. 


+. * * * 
Important to All States. 

The decision in this case, assuming 
that it will not be reversed in the 
supreme court, is important to all 
states having improved highways to 
be maintained. 

The act of congress providing fed- 
eral aid for state highways prohibits 
the levying of any “tolls” upon such 
roads. The question raised in this 
case, while resting primarily upon the 
constitutional argument, also involves 
whether the l-cent-per-mile tax on 
interstate bus transportation consti- 
tuted a “‘toll.’”’ 

The court held that the tax is not 
a toll, is in no sense a discrimination 
against interstate commerce, but is a 
means of creating equality of the bur- 
den of taxation and the burden of 
road use and the damage thereto. 

It was pointed out that in Hendrick 
v. Maryland, 235 U. 8S. 610, it was 
held that “the movement of motor ve- 
hicles over the highways is abnormal- 
ly destructive to the ways themselves 
and that success depends upon good 
roads, the construction and main- 
tenance of which is expensive, and 
that there are in recent years insistent 
demands upon the states for better fa- 
cilities, especially by the ever increas- 
ing number of vehicles using them.” 

In that case the court said there 
could not be a serious doubt that 
where a state furnished special fa- 
cilities for the use of those engaged 
in commerce, interstate as well as do- 
mestic, it could exact compensation 
therefor, and, when the charges are 
uniform and fair, they constitute no 
hurden on interstate commerce, 

* 


What the Supreme Court Said. 

In deciding the Connecticut case the 
district court quoted what the supreme 
court of the United States said in 
the case of Kane v. New Jersey, 2352 
U. 8S. 160, as follows: 

“The power of a state to regulate 
the use of motor vehicles on its high- 
ways has been recently considered by 
this court and broadly sustained.

It includes the right to ex- 
act reasonable compensation for spe- 
ciel facilities afforded as well as rea- 


sonable provisions to ensure’ safety.” 
And to the argument that the fed- 
eral highway act deprived a ‘state ac- 
cepting federal aid. from vy te an 
excise upon the use of the hig 
the:court held that “this purpose o 
congress that state highways shall be 
open to interstate commerce, was not 
intended to and cannot affect the re- 
spective rights of state governments 
to require the interstate operator to 
share the ex 
roads while he is using them.” 
Replying to the plea that the tax 
was unreasonable and burdensome, the 
court said: “The courts may not re- 
vise the system of taxation of states 


for the purpose of producing a ‘more 
just distribution of the burdens of 


taxation. That subject is within the 
province of the state legislature and 
it is from that legislature that redress 
must be had.. The federal constitution 
does not invalidate a state excise tax 
because of its destructive amount ;” 
255 U. § 


Georgia May Be Concerned, 

Attention is here given to.the fore- 
going case because’ it may interest 
Georgia legislators in the June session 
of the general assembly. 

What good roads we are getting 
in the state are costing a lot of money 
and the upkeep of them in good transit 
condition will be an annual large ex- 
pense. It is only fair that those who 
make use of them for profit, such as 
interstate bus and truck lines, should 
contribute reasonably to that expense. 
Now that an excise tax for such use 
of the roads is found not unconstitu- 
tional, the legislature will be fully 
authorized to. create such tax. 

There is no state in the Union that 
so much needs a thoroughly articu- 
lated system of hard paved roads as 
Georgia. ‘They would add immensely 
to her wealth and to her attractions 
to population and inyestment. It has 
been demonstrated -by facts, figures 
and experiences of the most incon- 
testable character that she can have 
such a system at the earliest date 
that organized construction would al- 
low and have it without the slightest 
increase of general taxes. On the con- 
trary, such a system would inevitably 
lower the rate of state taxation and 
increase continuously the road reve- 
nues of the commonwealth. 


Another Case of Interest. 
While looking over the field of re- 


‘cent court decisions there comes into 


view another case of “equal protec- 
tion’ determined by a federal court. 

Just now in many towns and cities, 
and in many parts of the country, 
there are campaigns on in favor of 
confining local trade to home mer- 
chants as far as possible. It is not 
considered fair to the merchant or 
firm that has a local store and pays 
local taxes, rents, licenses, etc., to 
allow street-scouring solicitors and 
bell-ringing agents of foreign firms to 
sap and mine the home commerce. 

In efforts to stop such cut-throat 
competition by outsiders some towns 
and cities have adopted ordinances re- 
quiring persons, firms or corporations 
residing outside to take out a license, 
for which a fee is charged, in order 
to sell goods, when residents may 
sell without such license. 

The federal court in the latest test 
case has decided that such an ordi- 
nance is “unduly discriminatory and 
violative of the equal protection 
clause of the 14th amendment of the 
constitution.” 

That’s that, and means that com- 
mercial ingenuity must devise some 
other legal remedy against the foreign 
peddlers. :

My operation—now lissen—serious- 
ly and all persiflage aside, I’m telling 
you this because I believe it may im- 
prove your health to know—my major 
operation was one of the joyous in- 
cidents in my life and it naturally 
associates itself in my memory with 
other great occasions such as the 
moment when I first realized one 
might live without doing any honest 
work and the time I discovered how 
a doctor can get his name in the paper 
every day without feeling the wrath 
of the doctors who can’t. There are 
reasons for my fond recollections, at 


_|least it seems to me they are rea- 


sons, as I analyze the matter, but I 
shall simply present the result of my 
analysis and leave you to make your 
own deductions therefrom. All I esk 
is that if you haven’t had your appen- 
dix out yet you will just listen. 


_In_the heyday of my private prac- 
tice I cherished the conviction that 
the wiser course in most cases of 
acute appendicitis was a passive one, 
a policy of watchful waiting for 48 
hours, meanwhile applying as well as 


sally accepted theapeutic principles 
of physiological rest. This is a techni- 
cal problem which no layman can 
comprehend and I shall not attempt 
to explain it further than to say it is 
unavailing if some busybody has beat- 
en the doctor to it and persuaded the 
patient te try some physic. ‘Two or 
three times, I confess, my consérv- 
ative attitude probably contributed 
toward a fatal outcome for my pa- 
tient. At the time of my own attack 
1 was beginning to waver a bit. Then 
at last, out of a clear blue sky, with 
out even the slightest warning or 
any preceding digestive trouble or 
anything”else, in fact when I was in 
fine fettle and just about as healthy 
as it is humanly possible for a fairly 
civilized man to be, I developed acute 
appendicitis, and within 16 hours my 
surgeon found my appendix —he 
wasn’t 16 hours searching, but quite 
a while, already gangrenous. Lucky 
thing for me my own line of treatment 
was not given me! 

But that isn’t the main reason why 
I derived so much happiness out of 
my operation. The main reason, or 
ope of the reasons is that I am a 
great coward and dislike being hurt 
or taking any unnecessary risks in 
person. I can’t say that the appendi- 
citis hurt me much, but it felt un- 
comfortable and somehow it worried 
me so that I was very uneasy until 
assured that the operation would nct 
be delayed more than a few hours. 

The other main reason was that I 
just happened to have a sick and ac- 
cident policy—enough to provide, not 
my regular income but the regular 
outgo while I was soldiering around 
the hospital—and my notion of a 
pretty soft thing is being waited on by 
skilled and gentle nurses, visited by 
envious friends, petted by one’s rela- 
tives, and getting paid for it! So I 
urge every.one who enjoys fine health 
and still has his appendix in situ to 
have one of these delightfal sick and 
accident policies which will pay the 
ordinary running expenses while one- 
is sojourning at the hospital. It won- 
derfully good medicine. : 

Equipped with a tidy sick and acci- 
dent policy the knowledge that the 
operation and the postoperative period 
are a great comfort’ after the distress 
and anxiety of the appendicitis itself.

‘a fair break, an even chance for self- 
development, whether their parents 
have money enough to send them away 
to a private camp or ‘aot, and I be- 
lieve that this body of 150 men has 
the vision and the determraation to 
give them that chance,” he concluded.

Shanghai, February 4.—(4)—Five 
hundred wounded reached Hangchow 
today from the army of Marshal Sun 
Chuan-Fang at Yenchow, where he 
has taken his stand along the river 
to stop the conquering march of the 
Cantonese toward Shanghai, 160 miles 
away. 

The wounded overflowed the native 
hospitals at Hangchow and were re-

ly ‘sold enough new Ford stock to the 
public to raise the needed $1,000,000,- 
000 with a handsome profit for his 
firm and its associates in handling the 
offering. Those who hold the view- 
point last named pointing out that the 
nation-wide advertising of Ford’s gross 
earning power and profits has already 
been done, express the belief that the 
American public would fall over it- 
self in subscribing for new Ford 
stock. 

Estimates placing Ford’s wealth at 
anywhere from one to two billions 
raises the question as to where Ford 
stands in the class, of the country’s 
richest men. John D. Rockefeller once 
remarked that he had given away 
$600,000,000 to charity and that for 
every dollar given to charity he had 
given his son two. As John D. is not 
the sort of man likely to give away 
all he has undoubtedly he is in the 
$2,000,000,000 class. The next two 
richest men in the country are be- 
lieved by* well informed Wall  -:eet 
to be first George I’. Faker and then 
Secretary Mellon. The feeling of the 
average well informed Wall street man 
is that while Mr. Baker may not have 
as much on paper as Ford or Rocke- 
feller what he has is better selected 
from the long range investment view- 
point. Mr. Baker’s investments are all 
in this country, mostly it is believed, 
in such securities as those of the First 
National bank, New York Central, 
Pullman, Lackawanna, General Plec-

European Conditions Blamed 
For Decline in 


1926 Exports 


Washington, Febraary  4.—(?)— 
The decline in exports during 1926 
was due largely tv conditions affect- 
ing trade with Europe. 

Every other: quarter. of the world 
took more American goods during 
1926 than in the preceding year, but 
European consumption fell off by 
nearly. $300,000,000.. The loss in 
most part was attributed to declines 
in the prices of American cotton and 
wheat. In quantity, exports of these 
two commodities were as great as in 
previous years. but import trade for 
1926 showed a nearly uniform in- 
crease for all parts of the world. The 
single exception lay in the imports 
from Oceania, which, includes Au- 
stralia and other island. areas of the 
Pacific ocean. Here again a price 
fall in rubber, rather than a decline 
in trade volume, was er, 
the apparent shift.

Bondsman Taken

$500 bond pending preliminary hear- 
ing on February 15 before Judge Led- 
better. 

According to the complaint [filed by 
Spec'al Agent Golding, Smith is con- 
cerned in. the alleged violation of the 
prohibition law for which Gober, Kim- 
bro and Locke were arrested on Jan- 
uary 18 with one gallon of liquor in 
their possession. The four men were 
in Smith's automobile, although they

The United States Steel corpo- 
ration, for example, one of the twa- 
billion-dollar corporations in the world 
today, paid, during the first 14 years 
of its life, an average dividend of only 
slightly more than 2.50 per cent—less 
than the surer interest rate of the sav- 
ings account. Enormous “ground 
floor” profits are often more fancies 
than facts. 

Every enterprise carries a business 
risk, In new enterprises this risk 
is usually enormous,-far greater than 
the average investor can afford to take. 
The average investor, therefore, who 
needs above all’things safety and a 
steady income, should confine his com- 
mitments to the bonds and stocks of 
established companies of proved stabil- 
ity and worth.

New York, February 4.—(?)—Re- 
ported due to a great struggle of big 
railroads for a little one, a technical 
corner existed today on the New York 
Stock Exchange in the common stock 
of the Wheeling & Lake Erie railroad. 
The activity in this stock for the last 
few weeks has been popularly ascribed 


to interests seeking control of the road 
as a part of a proposed fifth trunk 
line in the east, but there have been no 
formal explanations. 

Shorts, who are reported to have 
lost as much as $2,000,000 in the stock 
last week, were hard pressed again. 
Their scramble to borrow for deliv- 
ery caused a rise of the premium rate 
a half point to 11-2 per cent. 


In Wall street parlance a technical 
corner is due to extraordinary trading 
in a stock which is closely held and 
of which there is little floating sup- 
ply, as contrasted te deliberate manip- 
ulation. The stock exchange has been 
investigating the situation in Wheel- 
ing & Lake Erie and the fact that 
it had made no announcement was re- 
garded as indicating that no illegal 
practices had been found. As long 
as stock can be borrowed no actual 
corner exists, 

The name of L. F. Loree, head of 
the Delaware & Hudson railroad, is 
connected in Wall street gossip with 
the Wheeling activity, as that road 
was included in his proposed trunk 
line, as outlined before the interstate 
commerce commission. 

Unalterably opposed to his program 
are said to be the New York Central, 
Baltimore & Ohio, Nickel Plate and 
the Pennsylvania. These lines have 
not agreed among themselves about 
the disposition of the various eastern 
short lines, but are, with the excep- 
tion of the Pennsylvania, said to be 
planning division of control of the 
Wheeling among themselves. Pennsyl- 
vania’s stand is not revealed. 


A great struggle, in which Loree’s 
financial backers are not known, is 
predicted over the Wheeling control. 

Estimates in Wall street are that

Death Penalty 
Jetferson Wrote 
On Dogs Saved 


New York, February 4.—(United 
News.) —A death sentence for dogs, 
written by Thomas Jefferson to the 


foreman of his plantation, Poplar For- 
est, near Lynchburg, Va., has been 
presented to the Thomas Jefferson me- 
morial foundation by Charles Q. Chan- 
dler, of ‘Vichita, Kan. 

“IT am told that the assembly has 
laid » tax on all dogs over two, and 
every plantation,” wrote Jefferson to 
A. Goodman, his foreman. 
“I am not yet sure of the fact, but if 
it is true, every dog over that number 
at each plantation must be killed es 
soon as it is ascertained. You will 
know from the members, when they re- 
turn home, or from the newspapers.” 

The date on the letter. which was 
given by a friend of Goodman's ¢e- 
scendants to William Jennings Bryan, 
who gav> it to Chandler, was exacily 
1153 years ago today. 

The letter proper of 178 words, car- 
ries instructions as to the time to sow 
clover. 

The doom of the plantation dogs 
is sounded in a postscript, which also 
says that salt “has got to be so ex- 
oibitant a price that I have be2n 
obliged to allowance my people here to 
a pint apiece a month for grown people 
and half a pint for every child. The 
same must be done at the Forest.” 

Jefferson paid no postage on the 
letter, merely inscribing it “Free—Th. 
Jefferson” as congress had allowed 
him.

A Public Trust 
Is Basis of Bill 


New York, February 4.—(4)—Leg- 
islative plans for the establishment of 
the John and Mary R. Markle founda- 
tion today were viewed as practical 
application of the opinion of John 
Markle, wealthy independent anthra- 
cite operator, that surplus wealth is 
a public trust. ' 

Promotion of the “advancement and 
diffusion of knowledge among the peo- 
ple of the United States” and “the 
general good of mankind” are given 
as objects of a bill for the establish- 
ment of the foundation, introduced 
at Albany. 

J. P. Morgan, Junius 8S. Morgan, 
Jr., Morgan J. O’Brien, Seward Pros- 
ser and Edward M. Robinson are 
among the incorporators. They are 
all wealthy. 

The exact purposes of the founda- 
tion and its ultimate resources are 
not revealed in the bill, and Assem- 
blyman John P. Nugent, who intro- 
duced it, said he knew no more of the 
foundation than the information con- 
tained in the bill, 


The bill authorizes the foundation 
“to receive and maintain funds, to aid 
schools and colleges, to advance scien- 
tific research; to provide shelter, the 
necessities of life, financial and medi- 
cal assiytance for those destitute and 
in want, and to vrovide hospitals in 
New York state, the United States 
and foreign countries.” 

The foundation is the latest of sey- 
eral philanthropic movements by the
